When Iran seizes the British oil interests, it 
will be unable to exploit them itself. 

If the British technicians who now operate 
the industry refuse to work for Iran, as has 
been indicated in London, .a sharp cut in oil 
output is inevitable. That would hurt the West, 
and it would also deepen the crisis in Iran. An 
already weak government further sapped by the 
loss of oil revenues might be an easy prey for 


a Communist coup. The Russians could thereby . 


gain control of Iranian oil without firing a shot. 

What, then, should be the West’s objectives? 
The first should be to avoid giving Russia any 
excuse for military intervention. That rules 
out military intervention by Britain, which would 
give the Russians a chance to invoke their 1921 
treaty and march in themselves. London talk of 
paratroops and fleet reinforcements is dangerous 
bluster. 

The second objective should be to avoid giving 
the Communists any chance of pulling a political 
coup. This means that the oil industry must 
keep on operating at full capacity, that a greater 
share of its proceeds should go to Iran, that 
these revenues should be promptly translated 
into improved conditions for the people of Iran, 
that capital and skill for the future expansion 
of the oil industry, must be available. 

Within the limitations of these paramount 
objectives, there is no practical alternative to 
British acceptance of nationalization. When 
the British talk of negotiating the question, they 
are out of date, and so is Washington when it 
backs them up. Probably no Iranian government 
can now stop nationalization if it wanted to. All 
that the British with our backing can now ask to 
negotiate is the terms of the seizure and the 
means by which production shall be carried on. 

The situation: calls for constructive imagina- 
tion in both London and Washington. A solu- 
tion is needed which recognizes Iran’s claim to 
its own oil and at the same time fairly com- 
pensates the British for the investment that 
made it valuable; which substitutes the relation- 
ship of partners for that of master and servant; 
which above all forestalls any interruption in the 
flow of oil and assures a greater share of its 
benefits to the people of Iran. 

Once again we are witnessing the tragic weak- 
ness of a Western policy based on putting out 
fires at every point around the perimeter of 
Soviet power. At great cost the fires can be 
put out, or at least kept in control, as Korea 
shows. But as Iran shows, the Kremlin does not 
even have to start them: the spontaneous com- 
bustion of national aspiration is enough. When 
will the Western democracies learn to prevent 
the fires.in the first place? 
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Why Not Mr. Acheson Now? 


Should the combined Senate committees, 
which are conducting the MacArthur investiga- 
tion, hear Secretary of State Acheson or proceed 
on. schedule with the chiefs of the armed 
services? 

This question has been answered, for the 
present at least, against calling the Secretary of 
State, as some of the Republican members of 
the committees proposed. This means that 
Army Chief of Staff Collins, Chief of Naval 
Operations Sherman and Air Force Chief Van- 
denberg are now scheduled to follow Gen. 
Bradley. 

Doubtless the G.O.P. motive in wanting to 
get to Mr. Acheson is chiefly political. It is the 
Secretarf of State for whom they are gunning. 
They can hardly wait to train their rifles on him. 
Understandably the Democrats prefer to delay 
that open season as long as they can. 

Many citizens have little or no interest in the 
political aspects of this inquiry. They will, we 
believe, wish that the decision had been to call 
Mr. Acheson forthwith, allow a reasonable 
period, say, three or four days, if necessary, for 
questions and his answers, and then close the 
investigation as soon thereafter as possible. 

Presumably the Senators have asked Secretary 
Marshall and Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff Bradley every question they can think of— 
over and over again. Must the same ground 
now be gone over with each of the service 
heads? If so, a great deal of time stands to 
be wasted and the value of the investigation 
much depressed.

This part of the Acheson statement is likely 
to cause some further confusion at home and 
abroad. It does not square with the 1949 White 
Papef declaration that the Chiang government 
“had lost the confidence of its own. troops and 
its own people.” Nor does it square with Presi- 
dent Truman’s 1950 declaration that the United 
States would provide neither military aid nor 
advice to the Nationalists on Formosa. 

The latter view, of course, was modified by 
the outbreak of Korean hostilities and the sub- 
sequent decision to provide limited aid to 
Formosa as part of the American policy of 
keeping the island from becoming a battlefield 
in the new war. The Rusk talk, however, sug- 
gested support of Chiang Kai-shek in an effort 
to re-establish his authority on the Chinese 
mainland. 

This possible broadening of American support 
of the Chinese Nationalists is what is especially 
worrying London. Thus, the cautious London 
Times finds it impossible to accept Mr. McDer- 
mott’s statement that the Rusk policy is the 
same policy the State Department has followed 
heretofore. Says the Times: 

Beneath Mr. Rusk’s reasoning can be de- 
tected a stubborn and persistent trend in 
American thought: the belief that there can 
be no peace and security for the American 


states until every Communist government 
has been rooted out in Asia and in Europe. 

This is a policy of unlimited liability that 
would commit the Western world to a colos- 
sai, unending, and perhaps futile expendi- 
ture of resources, without regard 

to strategic considerations. The view of the 

British Government—and, it is still possible 

to hope, of the United States Government— 

is more hard-headed. It is to hold what is 
still free, and to build up the strength of the 

Western world in the conviction that both 

Moscow and Peking, having learned that 

aggression will not succeed, will be deterred 

from bringing about the catastrophe of 
world war. 

For political reasons, doubtless, some members 
of the Administration seem to want to sound as 
much like the opposition as possible.
